Not es on the Potoroo:(Potorcus tridaotylus apioalis) The 
Tasmanian animal (" often called the Wallaby-Rat) represents a 
distinct sub—species—from P, tridaotylus. It is distinguished 
by the considerably larger size, minor oranial and dental feat—, 
ures, and the usually white-tipped tail to which the sub-speoific 
name alludes. The name ’’Common” Rat-Kangaroo used for the main¬ 
land animal in most natural history books is now a more mockery. 
Only protection and the absence of the fox in Tasmania.can en¬ 
sure the survival of this interesting relic of the ancient 
marsupial stock. (From Ellis Trcughton’s
